Complaints On All Sides 
John 
L. 
Lewis

ping all wage and price controls. 
Farmers 
and 
stockraisers are 
complaining. So are city dwellers. 
Some congressmen think pres­ 
ent controls are too broad; others, 
too narrow. 
Leaders of the Senate banking 
committee 
predict 
Mr. Truman 
will get some—but not all—of the 
new powers he seeks under an 
extension of the defense produc­ 
tion act. 
It expires June 30 unless Con­ 
gress extends it. Heated hearings 
are under way in House and Sen­ 
ate banking committees. 
Meanwhile, the wage stabiliza­

Issue In Court 


Detroit Tieup Runs 
Into Second Month 
DETROIT — (ZP) — A 
chal­ 
lenge by Mayor Albert E. Coho 
for a “return-to-w ork” 
election 
by the city’s 3.500 striking street­ 
car and bus drivers confronted 
the AFL union leaders today as 
the strike headed into its second 
month. 
Coho charged last night in 
a 
television program, in which he 
issued the challenge, that rank 
and file unionists had been trick­ 
ed into the strike. 
Judge Ira W. Jayne was to con­ 
fer with 
Department 
of 
Street 
Railways (DSR) and union attor­ 
neys on peace mov es in the walk­ 
out that has 
left 
one 
million 
Motor City residents without pub­ 
lic transportation. 
The city, operators of the DSR 
system, has asked the court for 
an injunction to prevent the 3,500 
strikers from interfering with any 
attempts to restore service. 
The strikers, members of di­ 
vision 20. AFL Street 
Car 
and 
Rus Operators Union, ale fight­ 
ing the move. They have said that 
street cals and buses will oper­ 
ate in Detroit only under union 
conditions. 
Judge Jayne also 
has 
before 
him a taxpayers’ suit, asking that 
the state’s Hutchinson Act, big­ 
gest stumbling block in the way 
of a settlement, be set aside until 
it can be tested in court. 
The act forbids strikes in pub­ 
lic utilities. It has been invoked 
against the strikers, and most of 
them have been notified of their 
discharge. They can 
be 
rehired 
only with loss of 
pay 
increase 
and seniority rights.

Rumbles Of Protest

CHICAGO— iZPi— The govern­ 
ment rode herd on the nation’s 
beet int tie today in a program de­ 
signed to corral prices of cattle 
on the hoof. 
The price rollback order—aim­ 
ed at chopping beef prices near­ 
ly IO cents a pound by Oct. I— 
w ent into id lect yesterday. 
Immediately, there were rum­ 
bles ol protest—warning that the 
order would spur black market 
operations and that it amounted 
to confiscation.” 
But Michael V. DiSalle, director 
of tin' office of price stabilization, 
said the order is fair and neces­ 
sary. 
He denied that there is any 
present 
intention 
of 
rationing 
meat and said that under the reg­ 
ulation, prices still will be high 
enough to bring meat to market. 
Here’s what the new order does: 
1. Requires packers to buy cat­ 
tle at prices averaging IO per cent 
below January levels. 
2. Additional cattle price roll­ 
backs of a 4'-j per cent Aug 
I., 
and again on Oct. I.

A rollback of retail ceilings 
that

prices— 
four to five cents a pound Aug I 
and another tour to live cents Oct.

It was 
the first time since Mossadegh’s 
sudden rise to power three weeks 
ago that ho has offered to even 
talk over the nationalization sit­ 
uation with the British. 
The company,

propriation is illegal, had asked 
the government to appoint its a r­ 
bitrator under tor ins of the 1933 
concession agreement which pro­ 
vided all disputes be settled by an 
arbitration board.

Future O f Iran's Oil Poses 


Critical Problem For Allies 
W 
HILE 
American lawmakers focus on 
the future of war-torn Korea, a strug­ 
gle of potentially much greater strategic 
importance is taking place in Iran. 
No thoughtful western observers were 
happy when Premier Razmara of Iran was 
assassinated a few months ago. 
They 
foresaw a period or economical and politi­ 
cal 
strife — Communist-inspired — which 
could disrupt Iran's heavy oil shipments to 
Britain and other western countries. 
Their 
worst 
fears are being realized. 
Razmara’s death has been followed by in­ 
ternal turbulence that bodes ill for the 
West. 
The properties of the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co., in which Britain was majority stock­ 
holder, have been nationalized. Strikes in 
the field and other difficulties have slowed 
the oil flow to a trickle. Premier Mossa­ 
degh, successor to Rasmara, has revealed 
the insecurity of his government by pub­ 
licly expressing fears for his life. 
How serious all this is for the West can 
be .seen by resort to a few elemental statis­ 
tics. Iran's annual oil output of more than 
30 million tons represents more than a 
third of the Middle East’s total production. 
Anglo-Iranian’s Abadan refinery, largest 
in the world, 
itself turns out 25 million 
tons of refined oil.

In recent weeks the nation has 
been worked into a bothersome, 
even perilous lather by the Mac­ 
A rthur controversy. 
Millions of 
Americans, including 
too 
many 
publicity mad senators, have been 
shrieking 
so 
strenuously 
about 
personalities that they forget the 
one important issue: Avoiding a 
big war. 
Such hysteria has caused wars 
before. A classic example is our 
w'ar with Spain in 1898. The way 
we were led into that conflict is 
well worth sober study today. 
On the eve of that struggle, the 
nation was not at all unanimous 
for war. 
The president himself, 
William McKinley, was against it. 
The most powerful political boss 
in 
the 
land, Mark Hanna—the 
man cartooned with dollar signs 
on his vest and accused of ruth­ 
less imperialism!—was against it. 
Thomas Brackett Reed, the "czar” 
of the house and a potent figure 
in highest councils, was against 
the w'ar strongly. He called it bar­ 
barous, outdated and unpredicta­ 
ble. Many 
leading 
Republicans 
(the party 
w'as then in power) 
and many of the foremosst lead­ 
ers of finance and industry want­ 
ed no part of a war with Spain. 
Yet the war came, with an ir­ 
resistible rush. How did it happen 
that the Cuban situation, w'hich 
had

simmering along for 
decades 
without 
disturbing 
the 
big republic, came to a sudden 
boil in the late mineties? 
An Old Story 
With a New Twist 
Cuban insurgence and Spain’s 
clumsy tyranny were an old story 
all through the 19th century. For 
generations, 
American 
leaders, 
speculated quietly on taking ovei 
Cuba. John Quincy Adams, who 
w'as 
president 
in 
the 
1820 s, 
thought that "the a n n e x a t i o n of 
Cuba to our republic will be in­ 
dispensable 
to 
the 
continuance 
and integrity of our federal re­ 
public,” 
but 
nothing 
was done 
about it. 
In later decades Presidents Polk 
and 
Pierce 
urged the nation to 
purchase the island, and found no 
hearers. In the sixties a n d . .seven­ 
ties, Cuban revolts flared persist­ 
ently, and the Spaniards put them 
down with conspicuous brutality 
but we did not get excited. Even

The Cuban revolt of 1895 w'as 
due largely to a drop in the sugar 
market 
and 
a deepening in the 
islanders’ poverty. Their unrest 
was greedily exploited. A Cuban 
"junta” set up shop in New York 
to purvey bonds and propaganda. 
Despite neutrality laws, hundreds 
of filibustering trips w'ere orga­ 
nized to bring supplies to the in­ 
surgents. Plantation owners urg­ 
ed the United States to "do some­ 
thing.” When a Spanish warship 
fired at an American freighter, an 
Illinois senator demanded that we 
realize "the necessity of annexing 
some property.” 
There was considerable hubbub, 
but the stolid President Cleveland 
refused to be swayed. He insisted 
that w'e stay neutral and overrode 
a congress which sought to "recog­ 
nize” the rebels. 
President McKinley, who took 
office in 1897, had favored Cuban 
independence 
in 
his campaign. 
But he promised "no jingo non­ 
sense,” and he opposed annexing 
Cuba 
and 
other 
islands. Spain 
seemed to be trying reform. The 
notorious Gen. (Butcher) Wavier 
was ousted. In late 1897 McKin­ 
ley had hopes that a more liberal 
regime would right the Cuban dis­ 
tresses. 
But the sensational press would 
have none of such mollycoddling. 
Joseph Pulitzer’s World and young 
William Randolph H eart’s Journal 
whipped up interest with contin­ 
ual stories of Spanish barbarities 
and atrocities and of the rebels’ 
heroism. Most of the yarns were 
made out of whole cloth. 
When the Cuban "ju nta” could­

tales, 
j Hearst sent a special correspon- 
! dent to Cuba. He wrote a thrill- 
j ing story of a great battle between 
Spanish 
barbarians 
and

American populace was excited. 
No such battle had taken place, 
however, and Che Spaniards kick­ 
ed the correspondent out. 
Hearst sent the famed illustra­ 
tor Frederic Remington to Cuba

fighting. Remington landed in Ha­ 
vana, journeyed into the interior 
of the island and 
saw 
nothing 
amiss except a plantation which 
the rebels had set afire. He cabled 
to New York: 
"Everything is quiet.

‘You Furnish Pictures,

To this, Hearst sent an immor­ 
tal reply:

The nation was told that Secretary 
of State John Sherman favored 
war with Spain because of "the 
murder of Americans.” Fleets of

The case of Evangelina Cisneros

LOS ANGELES-1— (ZP) —Major 
surgery without anesthesia is a 
common practice in Russia, a Brit­ 
ish neurologist asserts. 
Dr. MacDonald Critchley, 
di- 
rector'of the neurological institute, 
London, told the annual conven­ 
tion of the California Medical as­ 
sociation Monday: 
“I personally 
have 
witnessed 
major operations which w’ere per­ 
formed in Russia 
without 
the 
slightest use of any form of anes­ 
thesia. The patients betrayed not 
the slightest evidence that they felt 
any pain. There was no indication 
that these people had been hyp­ 
notized. It’s possible their part- 
Oriental blood had something to 
do with the phenomenon.” 
He said he witnessed a major 
operation on a woman in Russia 
w'ho was not even given a seda­ 
tive. 
“The woman bore the pain stoi­ 
cally. The surgeon, in reply to my 
questions, said it was a common 
practice. He said: ‘We Russians 
are better able to stand pain than 
other races.’ ” 
Other interesting findings about 
pain as reported by Dr Critchley, 
an international authority, are: 
Women stand pain better than 
men. 
The more cultured and educat­ 
ed a person, the more sensitive to 
pain he becomes. 
Severe pain may be 
overbal­ 
anced by exquisite pleasure—such 
as that the m artyrs may have felt. 
A few people appear to be born 
pain-proof. One attorney died at 
56 without ever having experi­ 
enced pain. When a 
finger 
re­ 
quired amputation he “just smiled 
and bit it off. The most famous 
case w'as that of a man who made 
his living by driving nails into his 
body. He tried to crucify himself 
before an audience, but had 
to 
stop w'hen a score fainted.”

York Journal’s top 
headline on Apr. 7, 1898, declared 
that 
“M cKinley 
and 
the 
W all 
Street C abinet Are Ready to S ur­ 
render Every Particle of National 
Honor and Dignity.” That paper 
also carried a spurious interview 
in which Theodore Roosevelt, as­ 
sistant secretary of the navy, en­ 
dorsed its stand. Roosevelt heat­ 
edly denied ever having given the 
interview and called it “infam y.” 
So A m erica went to w ar w ith 
Spain. The w ar finance bills pass­ 
ed congress unanimously. A few 
weeks later the distinguished edi­ 
tor E. L. 
Godkin 
furiously 
de­ 
nounced “the fomenting of w ar 
and th e publication of m endacious 
accounts 
by 
the ‘yellow jo u rn ­ 
als.’ ” 
He was much worried by 
the w ays in w hich the m ultitudes 
could be swayed. “If this does not 
supply food for reflection about 
the 
fu tu re 
of 
the 
nation 
to 
thoughtful 
men, 
it m ust be be­ 
cause the practice of reflection has 
ceased.” 
Thoughtful persons are reflect­ 
ing 
on 
such 
m atters earnestly 
these days. There are newspapers 
and m agazines of enormous circu­ 
lation w hich hold to a consistent 
policy of distortion. There is an 


entire school of radio com m enta­ 
tors—“gabbers,” as Variety m aga­ 
zine term s them — who babble out 
half baked rum ors and half truths 
w ith hysterical zeal. 
As the events of 1895-’98 indi­ 
cated, such an atm osphere is not 
the right one for the slow, patient, 
painful effort which is necessary 
to keep the peace.

Furthermore, it was not George 
Orr, but tile Wheelers and J. D 
Mersereau who were 
principally 
responsible for this clause in C. L 
company deeds: "It expressly de­ 
clared that said 
premises 
shall 
never be used for 
. .m anufactur­ 
ing, storing or selling intoxicating 
liquors, whether distilled 
or fer­ 
mented, nor tor a house or place 
of prostitution or assignation, nor 
for any business 
or 
occupation 
prohibited or punished by the law 
of the land: and if said premises 
or any part thereof shall at any 
time hereafter 
be so 
used, 
all 
rights 
shall thereupon 
cease 
and be forfeited 
absolutely 
and 
forever, and said land and appur­ 
tenances shall thereupon revert . 
to said party of the first part.” 


No Whiskey In Camp* 
As to whiskey in the camps or 
on the drives, George Orr was an 
absolute czar. 
The 
lumberjacks 
knew that any man caught with 
a jug or bottle on the job would 
never have 
another 
chance. 
In 
fact, most of them would 
have 
reported an offender, because no 
one knew better than the 
lum­ 
berjacks that, altho whiskey and 
women might mix 
off the 
job, 
whiskey didn’t mix with 
double 
bitted axes, crosscut saws, falling 
frees, “widow m akers”, icy roads, 
log jammers and 
river 
driving. 
They worked in gangs 
of 
three 
and one man could jeopardize the 
whole gang. 
Quick was just as adamant with 
the mill and yard men. In fact no 
employee in any 
capacity 
who 
mixed his drinks with his 
work 
could work for the C. L. or W, L. 
Cos., which was a factor in their 
remarkable non-accident record. 
The vonly 
“bagnio” 
operated 
near Manistique was a “boarding 
house” known as the “Klondike”, 
on the old State road to Garden 
near its junction with present M- 
94 The line of demarcation was 
sharply defined 
in those 
days. 
The “ ladies” from the “Klondike” 
diessed in the height of 
fashion, 
usually traveled in pairs 
when 
shopping 
in 
Manistique, 
never 
spoke or were spoken to by any­ 
one on the 
streets, 
and 
were 
never seen entering a saloon. It 
was they, rather than the “good’ 
people, who really needed protec­ 
tion. 


A Klondike Lady 
Shortly after tile First Nation­ 
al Bank opened in March, 1900, a 
well dressed lady came 
in and 
made a deposit. Mr. Teeple, assist­ 
ant cashier, waited on 
her, 
and 
asked me: “Did you notice? That 
was 
Madame . . . . 
from 
the 
Klondike.” She rolled her stock­ 
ing down and pulled out a roll ot 
hills that would “choke a horse." 
We will not go into 
further 
de­ 
tails on this subject, as seems to 
be the modern fashion, but, like 
the “Gibson 
girl” 
of the 
“gay 
90s”, will leave something to the 
imagination. 
To quote further: “In 
the 70s 
the real boom started. 'Bijah Wes­ 
ton came from New York with his 
Weston Lumber 
company,

George Orr formed his 
powerful 
Chicago Lumber 
company;

came in from 
New 
York,

Robert Dollar logged without not­ 
able success, gave his name to the 
town of Dollarville, and went on 
to the coast

panies sprang up 
almost 
over­ 
night 
they cut out, 
and 
got 
out, leaving 
desolation 
behind 
them, and they cared not a damn 
tot legalist ic hail splitting (“to log 
i round forty” meant to cut the 
I im bet all around

forty-acre 
tract, and might involve cutting a 
lot ol timber 
that 
belonged 
to 
somebody else.) Among the great
